Towns are exactly like s to re s in this general respect. 
If a town 
got all of the business from th e traffic it already has, it is ten to one 
th a t it would never have to spend any money for additional business. 
i»ut a# long as there are towns, and the people in them rem ain human, 
they will probably continue to go out afte r m ore custom ers when they 
have not got all there is IO be had from the traffic they already have. 


Let us take autpnjobile traffic as one angle of revenue or busine** 
for a town. 
E very strange autom obile th a t passes th ro u g h your city 
is worth a goodly sum— much m o re than most people th in k —but you 
m ust stop the ca r and get the passengers out of it, if you are p|»ing 
to get th eir business. Tw enty p er cent of those people who tour by 
motor ca r are in the m arket fo r o r can be sold a new location.

m otorists can be m ade to be th e cause for more m o to rists aim ing to 
your town. 
An analyzation of th is m eans of town income shows many 
surprising facts, chief of which is first, th a t very few towns recognize 
I the business th a t can be had fro m it.

One m orning a few’ years ag o I left Chicago very early for points 
east. 
To save tim e and avoid traffic I took a back road, but much to 
my chagrin I encountered a f re ig h t train whose engineer evidently 
had no place to go and was in no h u rry to get there. 
The half hour 
that I was delayed I have never regretted, fo r while w aiting there I 
saw th at which to me was, is an d alw ays will be a picture in life of 
wonderful significance.
